DISCOUNTS. 

A 2%  cash  Discount  will  be  allowed  when  cash  accompanies  order,  or  a 15%  discount  will  be  allowed 
in  additional  stock,  that  is,  your  selection  of  anything  in  this  catalog.  Six  tubers  of  any  one  variety  may 
be  had  at  the  dozen  rate,  25  at  the  100  rate,  and  1,000  rates,  upon  application. 

PACKING. 

No  extra  charge  for  packing.  All  shipments  will  be  securely  and  careful  packed,  and  every  effort  will 
be  taken  to  insure  safe  arrival.  All  orders  fowarded  at  your  risk  and  expence.  Dahlia  roots  are  perishable, 
so  I cannot  guarantee  they  will  not  freeze  when  shipped  during  the  winter  months.  However,  I assure  you 
that  I will  take  all  precaution,  as  far  as  special  packing  is  concerned,  to  insure  their  arrival  in  good  condi- 
tion. I sincerely  recommend  Express  shipments,  as  freight  is  too  uncertain.  Kindly  give  explicit  shipping 
instructions  with  your  order  to  avoid  disappointments.  Be  sure  to  give  date  or  approximate  time,  and  way 
you  wish  your  order  fowarded.  This  will  help  me  serve  you. 

TIME  OF  SHIPMENT. 

I am  prepared  to  make  shipments  any  time  after  harvesting  is  completed,  usually  October  30th,  until  June 
1st  of  the  following  Spring,  — that  is,  any  time  during  the  seven  months  between  the  above  mentioned  dates.

All  are  free  from  weakness  and  disease,  being  the  divisions  of 
fields-grown  clumps.  I cannot  accumulate  a stock  of  new  things  in  this  way  as  rapidly  as  by  propagating 
cuttings,  but  believe  I can  grow  clean,  healty  tubers  more  satisfactorily,  and  build  a better  business.
